Deal was 
fair: HRM 


Community concerns. 

Developer's lawyer will 
speak about sale of 
St. Pat's school when 
case resumes Friday

It was HRM’s turn in court 
Wednesday to defend the 
sale of St. Patrick’s-Alexandra 
school to a developer and 
bypass community consulta¬ 
tion. 

“It was fair, and the out¬ 
come was the outcome,” 
HRM’s lawyer Jocelyn Camp¬ 
bell, said at the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court Wednesday. 

Three north-end Halifax 
community groups took HRM 
to court alleging the munici¬ 
pality didn’t follow its own 
policy, which includes com¬ 
munity consultation, and 
sold it for less than market 
value. 

Campbell said the prop¬ 
erty was appraised at $4.3 mil¬ 
lion with a zoning change and 
a development agreement, or 
$1 million as is. It was sold 
to Jono Developments Ltd., 


unconditionally and as is, for 
$3 million. 

First, Campbell said, it 
wasn’t a policy but a guide¬ 
line and not legally bind¬ 
ing. And also market value 
is what a buyer is willing to 
pay a willing seller in an open 
market, not the appraised 
value. She said Jono’s bid to 
pay even more — $4 million 
— was if there were competi¬ 
tive bids. 

The community groups 
want the deal killed and for 
HRM to start over, but Camp¬ 
bell said that would do no 
good as the policy requiring 
community consultation was 
thrown out by council. 

Plus council has made it 
clear they’re not “giving the 
land away,” she said, asking 
the court to dismiss the law¬ 
suit with costs to the respond¬ 
ents. Outside the courtroom, 
Rev. Rhonda Britton said she 
wondered why HRM made a 
policy if it wasn’t followed. 

Joe Metlege, head of Jono, 
said he thinks they have a 
really strong case.

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Hundreds protest budget bill 



Changes to legislation. 
Similar rallies took 
place coast-to-coast

Hundreds of people made 
their way to Halifax’s Grand 
Parade to protest the Con¬ 
servative omnibus budget 
bill on Wednesday night. 

The protest was one of 
hundreds across Canada to 
try and convince 13 govern¬ 
ment MPs to vote against 
their own party’s budget-im¬ 
plementation bill. 

“We’re still hoping that 
maybe roughly 13 Conserva¬ 
tive MPs will vote (to) express 
the will of their constitu¬ 
ents,” said Meredith Calyden, 
a volunteer with the advo¬ 
cacy group Lead Now and 
one of the organizers of the 
protest. 

“We want them to know 
that people across Canada 
do support them, and will 
support them if they stand 
up for democracy and vote 
against the bill.” 

Bill C-38, the Conservative 
government’s budge t-im-

plementation bill, has been 
panned by critics because it 
includes changes to a num¬ 
ber of pieces of legislation 
that have little to do with the 
actual budget. 

Sweeping changes to 
things like environment 
regulations and changes 
to old age security have 
little to do with the actual 
budget, critics argue. The 
federal Conservatives have 
defended including so much 
in a budget bill because such 
measures are apparently re¬ 
quired to grow the economy. 

Opposition to the bill 
was dealt a blow on Tues¬ 
day when Speaker Andrew 
Scheer ruled in favour of Bill 
C-38, saying the common 
thread uniting the measures 
is the economy. 

“Arcane” procedures of 


parliament aside, Dalhousie 
University professor Thomas 
Duck still hopes the govern¬ 
ment will reconsider. 

“I think most reasonable 


people can agree that the 
elimination of environment¬ 
al protections has no place in 
a budget bill,” said Duck, a 
physics professor who spoke 


at the protest. 

“And yet here it’s part 
of this omnibus legislation 
even though it’s not a budget 
issue.”

Sex-assault charge

Halifax Regional Police say 
a charge of sexual assault 
against one of its own has 
been withdrawn. 

Police announced late 
Wednesday a charge against 
Const.

Nova Scotians less than satisfied 
with their health care, poll finds

Only 13 per cent of Nova Sco¬ 
tians said they were very satis¬ 
fied with the level of health¬ 
care services they receive. 

A new poll commissioned 
by the Toronto Star found Nova 
Scotians were near the bottom 
of the barrel in terms of satis¬ 
faction with their health care. 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
came last, with only 10 per 
cent saying very satisfied. 

Dave Wilson, Nova Scotia’s 
minister of health and well¬ 
ness, said on Wednesday in re¬ 
sponse to the poll many Nova 
Scotians who actually use the 


health-care system are satis¬ 
fied with the care they receive. 

“No question we can always 
do better, and that’s what we 
work for and towards eveiy 
day,” Wilson said. “But I know 
in Nova Scotia when people 
are ill or severely ill, they re¬ 
ceive, I believe, the adequate 
and most appropriate care.” 

The lowest satisfaction rat¬ 
ings nationwide were with 
walk-in clinics and emergency 
room visits, with 21 per cent 
and 14 per cent satisfaction 
ratings respectively.

The Halifax Regional Muni¬ 
cipality ranks near the bot¬ 
tom of 10 Canadian cities 
in terms of investing in the 


downtown, a new report 
finds. 

According to the report, 
commissioned by 10 down- 
town-development commis¬ 
sions and compiled by the 
Canadian Urban Institute, 
downtown Halifax has re¬ 
ceived just $34 million in 
municipal investments since 
2000. London, Ont., compar¬ 
able in size to HRM, invested 
over $174 million between 
1998 and 2011. 

“HRM hasn’t ... invested 
as heavily as many other 
downtowns,” researcher 
Katherine Morton told a 
crowd of about 100 at Nep¬ 


tune Theatre on Wednesday 
afternoon. 

“(But) the central library 
project really is symbolic of 
how the municipality is real¬ 
ly starting to show leader¬ 
ship in the downtown.... The 
convention centre is another 
one, (while) it hasn’t been in¬ 
cluded in this calculation, it 
is yet again another symbol 
of downtown Halifax really 
emerging as an important 
place to invest in.” 

Indeed, the report isn’t 
all bad news. Among the 10 
cities surveyed, Halifax came 
first in “wallcability” despite 
what Morton called “challen¬ 


ging topography” — or hills. 

Indeed, most of the pres¬ 
entation focused not on the 
amount of money flowing in 
from various levels of gov¬ 
ernment, but rather what 
other cities are doing to ad¬ 
dress similar issues as those 
facing Halifax. 

Those ideas are ripe for 
“stealing,” according to 
Downtown Halifax Busi¬ 
ness Commission CEO Paul 
MacKinnon. 

MacKinnon referred to a 
number of issues facing the 
downtown: from homeless¬ 
ness and poverty to proper 
public transportation to

population density. Ottawa, 
for instance, waived develop¬ 
ment fees for downtown resi¬ 
dential projects and has re¬ 
covered those lost revenues 
in a larger tax base. 


The Mental Health Com¬ 
mission of Canada was in 
Halifax on Wednesday, 
promoting its first nation¬ 
al mental-health strategy, 
which was released last 
month. 

Changing Directions, 
Changing Lives calls on 
provincial and territorial 
governments to work 
across their respective 
jurisdictions to improve 
mental-health outcomes. 

It also calls on those 
governments to increase 
the proportion of health 
budgets devoted to men¬ 
tal health from seven to 
nine per cent annually. 

“Working together is 
the only way that we’re 
actually going to see any 
of the recommendations 
(achieved),” said Louise 
Bradley, CEO of the Men¬ 
tal Health Commission. 

The strategy “is a 
blueprint for fixing some 
of the ills of the system, 
and it’s a plan to promote 
better mental wellness 
and mental health.” 

Dave Wilson, Nova 
Scotia’s new minister of 
health, said many parts of 
the national strategy fit 
well within the province’s 
mental health and addic¬ 
tions plan, released last 
month.

NSP CEO hearing 
more concerns over 
proposed rate hike

Nova Scotia Power’s pro¬ 
posed rate hikes could mean 
an uncertain future for a 
North Sydney fish-processing 
plant. 

Those were among the 
concerns heard by Rob Ben¬ 
nett, CEO of the utility, dur¬ 
ing a breakfast meeting Wed¬ 
nesday in Sydney. 

The concern was ex¬ 
pressed by Peter McCarron, 
who works for Louisbourg 
Seafoods Ltd., which operates 
four fish-processing plants in 
Cape Breton. 

“I understand you need 
to change to protect the en¬ 
vironment,” said McCarron 
to Bennett. “Our concern is, 
in order for us to get over 
that hump you are talking 
about, we won’t survive.” 

Nova Scotia Power has 
requested a three per cent 
rate increase in each of 2013 
and 2014 mostly because two 
provincial paper mills, its 
biggest customers, have been 
struggling. The hikes will 
also help to pay for costs as-

sociated with meeting green- 
energy guidelines. 

“In a businesses where we 
are competing on a global 
market, not against other 
Nova Scotia companies, it is 
going to put us to the point 
where we are not going to 
be able to ship our product,” 
said McCarron. “The market 
won’t take that increase. We 
can’t pass it on.” 

Bennett told McCarron 
that power rates in Nova 
Scotia are comparable to the 
other utilities across Canada 
and less than those in New 
England and Europe. 

He also told the audience 
the rate hikes to offset en¬ 


vironmental changes will 
eventually result in stable 
power prices in Nova Scotia. 

“We know the concerns 
commercial customers face 
and we are doing every¬ 
thing we can to keep doing 
everything we can to keep 
ourselves regionally competi¬ 
tive,” Bennett said after the 
meeting. 

Bennett also tackled the 
sticky issue of executive com¬ 
pensation, which he said is 
set by Emera’s board of dir¬ 
ectors to be the average of 
the comparable position of 
another company anywhere 
in Canada.

for active youngsters in need, 
especially for those who might 
not be able to afford a good 
one otherwise. 

As part of the new Protect 
Your Noggin initiative, police 
and emergency personnel 
around the province will be 
sent bags of helmets they will 
cany in their vehicles to dis¬ 
tribute to kids they see riding 
without head protection. 

“Now, a police officer or 
paramedic can go up to (kids 
without helmets) and say, ‘Lis¬ 
ten, we want to celebrate that 
you’re being active, but you 
need to be safe doing it,”’ Wil¬ 
son said. 

He said severe head injuries 
can be traumatic for families, 
and can cost the health-care 
system hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for long-term care.

Halifax is home to a number 
of local culinary offerings, and 
Emily Forrest wants to show 
you around. 

Starting Thursday, the food¬ 
ie and former actress will begin 
leading small daily tours of five 
restaurants that showcase the 
city’s flare for the fresh and 
friendly. 

She said her Local Tasting 
Tours will provide a chance 
for visitors and residents alike 
to sample small portions of 
selected dishes, beginning at 
the Seaport Farmers’ Market 
and travelling by foot up lower 
Barrington Street — an area of 
the city she says is often over¬ 
shadowed as a destination by 
the waterfront and Spring Gar¬ 
den Road. 

“For tourists, it’s like getting 
an overview of a neighbour¬ 
hood. For locals, it’s almost Flee 
revisiting it,” Forrest said. 

A self-styled advocate for the 
“locavore” movement, Forrest 
said she hopes people who take 
the 90-minute tour will feel in¬ 
spired to choose local food op¬ 
tions over established big-box 
spots when deciding where to 
eat in Halifax.

Forrest sat down for personal 
interviews with each restau¬ 
rant’s owners to learn about 
their histoiy, their products 
and their motivation.

The tour, which costs $25 
per person and accommodates 
groups of up to 12, starts off 
with smoked salmon and chow¬ 
der at The Fish Shop at Pier 
20, then heads to Uncommon 
Grounds, Talay Thai, Moris East 
and Chives. 

She said the tour’s route 
will change from year to year, 
but will always feature smaller- 
scale spots — the ones that best 
represent the culture of the 
city’s diverse communities. 

“At small, locally owned res¬ 
taurants, you have somebody 
who just has an idea and a vi¬ 
sion about what they want to 
impart and produce, and that’s 
what makes Halifax unique,” 
she said.

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Thousands of documents delay spy case 


Espionage. Sub-Lt. 
Jeffrey Paul Delisle 
could enter plea at 
next appearance in July 


The lawyer for a Bedford 
navy intelligence officer ac¬ 
cused of spying says he has to 
wade through thousands of 
documents — many of them 
blacked out — before deter¬ 
mining how to proceed with 


the unusual case. 

Mike Taylor, who is repre¬ 
senting Sub-Lt. Jeffrey Paul 
Delisle, said Wednesday that 
much of the information he 
has received so far has been 
redacted due to security con¬ 
cerns. 

Delisle, who was last posted 
at a naval intelligence centre 
at Canadian Forces Base Stada- 
cona’s Trinity section in Hali¬ 
fax, faces two charges under 
the Security of Information Act 
that deal with communicating 


information over the past five 
years that could harm Canada’s 
interests. 

Taylor said the “volumin¬ 
ous” amount of information 
has to be vetted by several jus¬ 
tice and intelligence agencies 
before it can be handed over to 
him, slowing down the process 
of moving the case forward. 

“There are a number of lay¬ 
ers of review that have to be 
undertaken to get the informa¬ 
tion that we do need released 
and I understand that,” he said. 


Custody 


Sub-Lt. Delisle, 41, has been 
in custody at the Central 
Nova Scotia Correctional 
Facility since his arrest in 
January. He was not in court 
Wednesday. 


Taylor is due back in prov¬ 
incial court on July 4, when he 
could enter election and plea 
for Delisle, the Canadian press

King of the High Wire. 

On eve of attempt to 
cross Niagara Falls, the 
skywalker talks about 
faith, family, what’s next

When he was 18, Nik Wallen¬ 
da had his heart set on becom¬ 
ing a pediatrician. 

But just one year later, 
his family, the legendaiy Fly¬ 
ing Wallendas, was offered a 
once-in-a-generation oppor¬ 
tunity: To re-enact the family’s 
signature stunt, a three-tier, 
seven-person pyramid on a 
wire eight metres above the 
ground. In 1962, the pyramid 
collapsed during a show in 
Detroit and killed two family 
members while paralyzing 
another. 

Nik was in. And after the 


triumphal re-creation of the 
act in 1998, his path was set 
— on a cable just two fingers 
wide. This Friday the King of 
the High Wire will attempt 
to make history again by 
walking a wire across the 
thundering cataract of the 
Horseshoe Falls. We asked this 
very public man about some 
very private moments. 

How are you preparing 
physically as well as 
mentally for the Niagara 
Falls skywalk? 

I don’t have a regular 
regimen; my workout 
changes eveiy day depending 
on my schedule. I always 
walk several wires and I tiy 
to relax and rest. I also try 
to work in physical activity 
with my family — we’ll play 
Frisbee, say, where you have 
to do 10 pushups if you miss 
a catch. Or catch it with your 
left hand only. I don’t spend 
as much time with my kids as 
I’d like, so I try to be creative 


that way. Mentally: I don’t 
meditate but I spend a lot of 
time praying, which is a kind 
of meditation. I’m a born- 
again Christian, so I pray, I 
talk to God, a lot. 

Do you think that religion, 
or belief in a higher power, 
is necessary for someone in 
your line of work? 

Well, I can say there’s no way 
I would do it without it. 

Have you ever had a 
supernatural experience, on 
or off the wire? 

I wouldn’t say so, no. But I do 
believe that I’m surrounded 
by guardian angels at all 
times, whether I’m walking 
a wire or walking down the 
street. 

What is your greatest dream 
for your children (Yanni, 14, 
Amadaos, 11, and Evita, 9)? 

That they achieve their goals 
and dreams. And I like to 
think that, as their father, I 



am inspiring them to do that. JiH 
I love a challenge — in talc- I 
ing on Niagara Falls a lot 
of people said it can’t be 
done, it won’t be done. 

But when someone 
says to me 


something 

can’t be done, that’s my 
cue to find a way. 

If there was one thing in 
your life you could 
go back and change, 
what would it be? 

Honestly, I wouldn’t 
change anything. Yes, I’ve 
had great successes and 
some failures. But the fail¬ 
ures, the disappointments 
all contribute to what I am,

Teacher shows 
Magnotta-case 
video to class 


Montreal. High school 
swiftly suspends man 
but students defend 
him, saying they 
asked him to play it 


A teacher has been sus¬ 
pended by a Montreal school 
for showing Grade 10 stu¬ 
dents the infamous video 
that shows a killing allegedly 
committed by Luka Rocco 
Magnotta. 

The teacher showed 
the students the grotesque 
scenes on June 4 and was 
immediately suspended that 
afternoon — with pay. 

The video is so disturbing 
that even seasoned detec¬ 
tives who watched it were 
troubled by the contents, 
Montreal police say. 


Staff at Cavelier-De LaSalle 
High School in Montreal’s 
west end say they quickly 
informed the students that 
a team of psychologists was 
available to deal with any 
problems from watching the 
video. 

“We condemn with one 
voice the actions of the teach¬ 
er,” the school board said 
Wednesday. “The incident is 
being taken very seriously.”

Bob Rae won’t seek the perma¬ 
nent leadership of the federal 
Liberals because it’s better for 
the party, the interim leader 
said Wednesday, setting the 
stage for a wide-open race and 
renewing the tantalizing pros¬ 


pect of a Justin Trudeau candi¬ 
dacy. 

Sources say the 63-year-old 
Rae—who will stay on as inter¬ 
im leader until a replacement 
is chosen — decided against 
running primarily because, de¬ 
spite popularity among caucus 
members, he still doesn’t have 
the broad support of the party’s 
rank and file. 

“It hasn’t been an easy deci¬ 
sion, (but) it’s a decision I feel 
very comfortable with,” Rae 
said after breaking the news to 


his caucus behind closed doors. 
“For me, it was a question of de¬ 
ciding how I could do the best 
thing for the health of the Lib¬ 
eral party.” 

Rae’s controversial tenure 
as Ontario NDP premier from 
1990 to 1995 — marred by a 
deep recession, broken cam¬ 
paign promises and acrimoni¬ 
ous relations with the prov¬ 
ince’s unions — has long been 
cited as one of the principal rea¬ 
sons he struggled to win Liberal

Mother 
of alleged victim recalls 
daughter’s honor 


The mother of an alleged vic¬ 
tim in an Ottawa human-traf¬ 
ficking case says her daughter 
is terrified. 

The girl was robbed, beaten 
up, held for hours, forced into 
an encounter with a john and 
threatened repeatedly with 
having her throat slit, she said. 

The woman, whose name 
cannot be published so as not 
to identify her daughter, said 
she confronted one of the sus¬ 
pected teen pimps and her 
mother to retrieve her daugh¬ 
ter’s belongings “and get her 
power back.” 

“She beat my daughter 
mercilessly in the face and the 
nose, kept punching her over 
and over again,” she alleged of 
one of the accused. 

Two 15-year-old girls have 
been charged in connection 
with the case. A third suspect, 
aged 17, is still being sought. 
Police say they lured three girls 
from the ages of 13 to 17 to a 
home by posting messages on 
social-media websites. The 
three victims were then al¬ 
legedly forced to go to another 
location and perform sexual 
acts on men. 

The alleged victim’s mother, 
who said her daughter was held 
for hours but escaped, is upset 
that the third suspect has not 
been found and that police are 
unable to release her name 
publicly in order to locate her.

Greenhouse gases 


Canada not on pace 
to meet emissions 
targets: Report 

The federal government 
says it sees no need to 
change its greenhouse gas 
strategy despite a new, 
hard-hitting report — com¬ 
missioned by Ottawa — that 
shows Canada falling far 
short of its climate-change 
objectives. 

The report by the 
National Round Table on 
the Environment and the 
Economy added up every 
provincial and federal meas¬ 
ure — existing and 


proposed — to reduce 
greenhouse gases. 

It found that Canada is 
on track to achieve only half 
of its 2020 target to reduce 
greenhouse gases by 17 per 
cent below 2005 levels. 

“Canada will not achieve 
its 2020 GHG emissions- 
reduction target unless 
significant new, additional 
measures are taken,” the 
report said. 

In order to actually meet 
the target, Ottawa would 
have to take the lead, collab¬ 
orate closely with provinces 
and introduce significant 
new measures to curtail 
emissions, especially in Al¬ 
berta, the report concluded.

Brutal attacks by 
government forces are 
part of a ‘deliberate 
policy’: Rights group 


Syrian forces and militias 
dragged men from their 
homes, executing them 
and burning their bodies as 
their families watched — a 
campaign to terrorize the 
residents of towns believed 
to shelter rebels, Amnesty 
International charged in a 
report released Wednesday. 

The report by the Lon- 
don-based rights group said 
Syrian forces were engaging 
in a scorched-earth policy 
in some areas, killing some 
civilians and torturing 
others, shooting livestock 
and burning crops and 
houses in rebel-held areas. 

Amnesty said the attacks 
appeared to increase as 
the 15-month uprising has 
transformed into an armed 
conflict between rebels and 
Syrian forces. 

The group said it based 
its information on more 
than 200 interviews with 
residents in 23 Syrian towns 
and villages over six weeks, 
starting in mid-April. 

Amnesty said it also 
documented incidents of re¬ 
bels kidnapping and killing 
captured soldiers and pro¬ 
government thugs, known 
as “shabiha,” but said the 
vast majority of abuses 
were committed by govern¬ 
ment forces and their allies.

Egypt. New police powers 
are tantamount to declaring

Egypt’s government extended 
the powers of military police 
and intelligence agents on 
Wednesday to allow them 
to arrest civilians for a wide 
range of offences, just days be¬ 
fore the runoff for a president 
who will replace the country’s 
militaiy rulers as head of state. 

Prominent human-rights 
lawyer Gamal Eid and other 
rights activists said the deci¬ 
sion was tantamount to declar¬ 
ing martial law and offered 
concrete evidence of what 
was long suspected — that 
the military wants to extend 
its grip on power after hand¬ 
ing executive authority to an 
elected president by the end of 


this month. Gen. Adel el-Morsi, 
the head of military judiciaiy, 
said the decision by the Justice 
Ministiy — part of a govern¬ 
ment appointed by the ruling 
military council — provides 
“legal cover” for the presence 
of militaiy forces in the streets, 
16 months after they were de¬ 
ployed during last year’s upris¬ 
ing. 

“There is a need to put 
in place a law to regulate 
the presence of army troops 
... to enable them to secure 
presidential elections or carry 
out security sweeps to arrest 
fugitives and outlaws,” he told 
Al-Ahram daily’s website.

The Zimbabwe prime minis¬ 
ter’s party said Wednesday it 
can’t pay the military until rev¬ 
enues from the nation’s eastern 
diamond fields, largely sealed 
off by troops, reach state cof¬ 
fers.

The defence ministry has 
said it needs cash for soldiers 
who are going hungry and to 
fond a recruitment drive for an 
additional 5,000 men. Defence 
officials loyal to President Rob¬ 
ert Mugabe have threatened 
violence, the MDC said.

Religious unrest. 

Sunni insurgents 
suspected in mass 
bombing targeting 
Shiites on annual 
pilgrimage 


A co-ordinated wave of car 
bombs struck Shiite pilgrims 
in Baghdad and several other 
cities Wednesday, killing at 
least 66 people and wounding 
more than 200 in one of the 
deadliest days in Iraq since 
U.S. troops withdrew from 
the country. 

The bloodshed comes 
against a backdrop of polit¬ 
ical divisions that have raised 
tensions and threatened to 
provoke a new round of the 
violence that once pushed 
Iraq to the brink of civil war. 
Nobody immediately claimed 
responsibility for the attacks, 
but they bore the hallmarks 
of Sunni insurgents who fre¬ 
quently target Shiites in Iraq. 

Wednesday’s blasts were 
the third this week targeting 
the annual pilgrimage that 
sees hundreds of thousands of 
Shiites converge on a golden- 
domed shrine in Baghdad’s 
northern neighbourhood of 
Kazimiyah to commemorate 
the eighth-century death of 
a revered Shiite saint, Imam 
Moussa al-Kadhim. The com¬ 
memoration culminates on 
Saturday. 

Puddles of blood and shards 
of metal clogged a drainage 
ditch at the site of one of the 
bombings in the city of Hillah, 
where hours before pilgrims 
had been marching. Soldiers 
and onlookers wandered near 
the charred remains of the car 
that had exploded and ripped 
gaping holes in nearby shops. 

Most of the 16 separate ex¬ 
plosions that rocked the coun- 
tiy targeted Shiite pilgrims in 


five cities, but two hit offices 
of political parties linked to 
Iraq’s Kurdish minority in the 
tense north. Authorities had 
tightened security ahead of 
the pilgrimage, including a 
blockade of the mainly Sunni 
area of Azamiyah, which is 
near the twin-domed Shiite 
shrine. 

According to accounts com¬ 
piled by police and health offi¬ 
cials in the targeted areas, the 
first bomb struck a procession 
at around 5 a.m. in the town of 
Taji, north of Baghdad, killing 
seven people and wounding 
two others. 

That was followed by four 
more morning blasts that hit 
other groups of pilgrims across 
the capital, killing 25 people 
and wounding more than 70. 

South of Baghdad, two 
car bombs exploded minutes 
apart at dawn in the centre 


of the mainly Shiite city of 
Hillah, killing 21 people and 
wounding 53, according to two 
police officers and one health 
worker. 

A parked car bomb also 
exploded near a group of pil¬ 
grims in the Shiite holy city of 
Karbala, 90 kilometres south 
of Baghdad, at about 8 a.m., 
killing two people and wound¬ 
ing 22 others. 

In the Shiite town of Balad, 
80 kilometres north of Bagh¬ 
dad, two nearly simultaneous 
car bombs killed seven pil¬ 
grims and wounded 34. 

Explosions also targeted 
Iraqi Kurds in the north. 

The overall toll made it 
the deadliest day in Iraq since 
Jan. 5, when a wave of bomb¬ 
ings targeting Shiites lulled 78 
people in Baghdad and outside 
the southern city of Nasiriyah.

Drones. U.S. military tactic opposed worldwide: Survey 


The Obama administration’s 
increasing use of unmanned 
drone strikes to kill terror 
suspects is widely opposed 
around the world, according 
to a Pew Research Center sur¬ 
vey on the U.S. image abroad. 

In 17 out of 21 countries 
surveyed, more than half of 
the people disapproved of 
U.S. drone attacks targeting 
extremist leaders and groups 
in nations such as Pakistan, 
Yemen and Somalia, Pew said 
Wednesday. 

But in the United States, a 
majority, or 62 per cent, ap¬ 
proved the drone campaign. 

“There remains a wide¬ 
spread perception that the 
U.S. acts unilaterally and does 


not consider the interests of 
other countries,” the study 
authors said, especially in pre¬ 
dominantly Muslim nations, 
where American anti-terror¬ 
ism efforts are “still widely 
unpopular.” 

The White House declined 
to comment on the report. 
The Obama administration 
considers drone strikes one 
of its most effective tools to 
combat al-Qaida — preferable 
to conventional war because 
the strikes produce fewer 
American casualties and are 
meant to be more palatable 
abroad because the use of 
drones keeps U.S. troops on 
the ground to a minimum.

Pickton inquiry. Probe 
finds no evidence of 
harassment at commission 


An investigation into claims of 
sexual harassment within the 
offices of the Robert Pickton 
inquiry found no evidence 
to corroborate what remain 
anonymous allegations pub¬ 
lished in the media, says a 
report by the lawyer who con¬ 
ducted the probe. 

The National Post news¬ 
paper published a story in 
April that relied on anonym¬ 
ous sources who alleged they 
were sexually harassed while 
working at the commission. 

The article prompted com¬ 
missioner Wally Oppal to ap¬ 
point an independent lawyer, 
Delayne Sartison, to look into 
the allegations. In the mean¬ 
time, the commission’s execu¬ 
tive director, John Boddie, 
took a paid leave of absence 


to ensure the investigation’s 
independence. 

Sartison interviewed cur¬ 
rent and former staff mem¬ 
bers but found no evidence of 
sexual harassment or gender- 
based discrimination, accord¬ 
ing to her report, released by 
the commission Wednesday. 

“Many of the staff inter¬ 
viewed expressed that they 
were ‘very surprised’ or 
‘shocked’ to learn of allega¬ 
tions of sexual harassment or 
gender-based discrimination 
at the commission,” says the 
report. 

Pickton was arrested in 
2002 and eventually convicted 
of six counts of second-degree 
murder. The remains or DNA 
of 33 women were found on 
his farm, the Canadian press

The NPD party lawmakers 
refused to remove T-shirts and 
shirts from the Thor Steinar 
company in an “openly pro¬ 
vocative act,” Saxony state 
parliament spokesman Ivo 
Klatte said. 

The brand, with its runic 
symbols and Nordic themes, 
is popular among neo-Nazis 
in Germany, even though the 
company has distanced itself 
from far-right extremism in 
the past. 

The lawmakers were 
banned from parliament’s 
next three sessions after refus¬ 
ing to change or leave, Klatte 
said. They only left voluntarily 
after police entered the assem¬ 
bly hall to enforce their expul¬ 
sion.

The OECD is weighing in on 
the controversy surrounding 
whether Canada is suffering 
from an economic condition 
known as Dutch Disease, and 
it’s qualified answer is yes.

Resource-rich provinces 
such as Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Newfoundland have pros¬ 
pered, while others have fallen 
behind, in part because a com¬ 
modity boom has strengthened 
the Canadian dollar, hurting 
exchange-sensitive sectors such 
as manufacturing and tourism.

Housing. Canadian home 
prices fell in first quarter 


Canadian housing mar¬ 
ket conditions have cooled 
slightly, with prices down 
nearly two per cent in the 
first-quarter, but the country 
continues to outperform other 
developed nations, according 
to a new Scotiabanlc real estate 
report. 

The latest Scotiabanlc Global 
Real Estate Trends report re¬ 
leased Wednesday found that 
the inflation-adjusted national 
average home price fell by 1.6 
per cent in the first quarter of 
2012 compared to file same 
period of 2011. 


That compared with a 1.3 
inflation-adjusted year-over- 
year gain in the fourth quarter 
of 2011. Canada’s housing mar¬ 
ket remains an outperformer 
among developed nations, but 
conditions have cooled here as 
well, according to Scotiabanlc 
economist Adrienne Warren. 

“Price trends are relatively 
steady in the majority of local 
markets, though a few, nota¬ 
bly Toronto, continue to report 
strong appreciation,” Warren 
writes in the report, released 
Wednesday.

Trade Minister denounces 
protectionism as job killer 


Free and open trade, rather 
than protectionism, is the 
best way to secure a global re¬ 
covery and create jobs, Inter¬ 
national Trade Minister Ed 
Fast told a Montreal econom¬ 
ic conference Wednesday. 

In a speech to the Inter¬ 
national Economic Forum of 
the Americas, Fast said Can¬ 
ada must improve its access 
to growing markets around 
the world, particularly in 
Latin America and the Asia 
Pacific region. 

Canada’s government also 
hopes to conclude the world’s 
largest free-trade agreement 


with the European Union by 
the end of this year, he added. 

Fast said people who deny 
the benefits of trade wilfully 
ignore the foundation of 
Canadian prosperity and its 
history. 

“At its very heart, the anti¬ 
trade opposition lacks faith 
that Canada can succeed in 
the global economy,” Fast 
told delegates to the 18th an¬ 
nual Conference of Montreal. 

“They represent a Canada 
that cowers in the face of 
competition. A Canada that 
lacks confidence.”

Tablet ownership surges in Canada 


Tech trends. Survey 
finds number of 
devices rose 3-5 times 
compared to 2011 


Tablet ownership continues to 
surge in Canada, and online 
and mobile TV viewing is on 
the rise, according to a new re¬ 
port on tech trends in Canada. 

Based on 2,000 surveys of 
anglophone Canadians con¬ 
ducted in March and April, 


CBC/Radio-Canada’s Media 
Technology Monitor found 
that the rapid adoption of tab¬ 
lets continues, with about 21 
per cent of those surveyed re¬ 
porting they owned one of the 
pricey devices. That figure is 
up 3.5 times compared to last 
spring, when only six per cent 
of anglophone Canadians had 
a tablet. 

Apple’s iPad was far and 
away the most popular tablet 
with about 62 per cent of the 
market in Canada, while Re¬ 
search in Motion’s BlackBeriy 


PlayBoolc had a share of almost 
20 per cent, according to the 
survey results. 

More Canadians also said 
they’re using their mobile de¬ 
vices to watch TV. About 21 per 
cent of tablet owners said they 
are now watching TV shows on 
their device, which represents 
about five per cent of the total 
anglophone population. Only 
about two per cent of anglo- 
phones were watching TV 
shows on tablets in the spring 
of 2011.

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HOW I LEARNED 
TO STOP 
WORRYING AND 
LOVE THE GAME 

North Americans have finally ac- 
cepted the Beautiful Game. When 
John Ma'zeroiie 1 watched my first World Cup in 

metronews.ca/hesays 1990, people condemned soccer 
as boring and unmanly and just 
generally this European thing we 
didn’t understand, like men in beach thongs. 

Now, as the Euro plays out, even those who don’t love it have 
come to accept its value. It’s like when a passively xenophobic 
guy in a small town meets his first immigrant. “Hey,” he says, 
“that soccer guy is all right.” 

Soccer and I got off to rocky start. I remember watching 22 
years ago and thinking that each game had the same excitement 
level as CPAC. 

But then there would be 
a long pass, the announcer’s 
voice would rise and, at long 
last, the cry known around the 
world would ring out across the 
continents: Offside! 

My understanding of the 
rule then was that whenever 
anything exciting was about 
to happen, the whistle would 
blow. I thought maybe there 
was an applause meter that let refs know when the game was 
getting too interesting. 

I also had a problem with diving — not that players did it, but 
that they were so bad at it. 

Soccer players are terrible actors. A player will collapse to 
the pitch like he’s stepped on a land mine, even though replays 
show the opposing player had only made eye contact. That I can 
accept, but the game loses me when the diver rolls back and forth 
like he’s kneading a patch of dough. No truly injured person in 
the history of the world has ever rolled back and forth violently. 
Nobody who’s been in a car accident thinks, “Better roll it out.” 

And of course I hated hooligans. Even hated the name, which 
makes the most despicable people in the world sound like love¬ 
able scamps. 

But I’ve since come around, if only because North America 
knows how to screw up their sports, too. 

If I still find the occasional soccer game boring, I need only 
think of what it was like to watch this year’s NHL playoffs, which 
in the final two rounds were an amazing display of shot-blocking, 
icings and offsides that the world had not witnessed the likes of 
since mid-Januaiy. 

If I consider diving unsportsmanlike, I can think of how many 
people shrug off baseball players cheating their way right into the 
record books. 

And if I wish to condemn rioters and thugs (and I do), I can 
also note how often North American sporting events seem to be 
celebrated with the ceremonial Burning of the Cars. 

So now when the World Cup and the Euro roll around, I latch 
on to a team or two and drink in the colourful costumes, bicycle 
lacks, celebration runs and the rising crescendo of the soccer 
chant. 

Frankly, any sport that can get 80,000 fans in one place with¬ 
out any of them singing YMCA is all right by me.

June is a big month for Can¬ 
adian actor Connor Jessup, 
to put it lightly. First, he’s 
finishing high school, and 
later this month he turns 18. 
On top of all that, Jessup gets 
to celebrate the second sea¬ 
son premiere of the science- 
fiction series Falling Skies, 
in which his character, Ben 
Mason, plays a much bigger 
— and more gunplay-filled — 
role than in the first season. 

It must be stressful trying to

juggle promoting a TV show 
and finishing high school. 

Yeah. It’s less stressful than 
trying to juggle shooting 


the show and finishing high 
school, which was basically 
impossible to do. So now I’m 
suffering for the time I spent 
shooting, trying to catch up 
with everything. I gradu¬ 
ate the day before my 18th 
birthday, so it’s very exciting. 
Which is also three days after 
the show airs, so it’s a very 
packed week. June’s exciting. 

Your character gets a lot 
more to do on the show this 
year. 




Last season, Ben was the guy 
who stayed back and didn’t 
go out on any fights. He was 
more passive, more bookish. 
He was less involved in the 
actual action of the show. Be¬ 
tween seasons one and two, 
there’s a time gap of three 
months, and in that time 
he’s become a fighter. He’s 
become much more aggres¬ 
sive. He’s become very angry 
because he thinks his dad is 
gone and probably dead, he’s 
lost a lot of people in these 
various battles. He’s become 
much colder and more dis¬ 
tant. When the season takes 
off, he’s fighting. He’s very 
angry at the aliens, but a lot of 
that anger is a manifestation 
of his own fear and confusion. 
I like to describe it as puber¬ 
ty on steroids — he doesn’t 
know what’s happening to 
him, there’s a lot happening 
to his body, to his emotions, 
and he’s trying to deal with 
them through angst, violence 
and aggressiveness. But also 
this season Ben plays a much 
more central role in the mys¬ 
tery of the show. 

What was your reaction 
when you heard how much 
more you’d have to do? 

It happened in stages. We 
found out that the show 
was getting picked up for a 
second season in July, almost 
a few weeks after it aired, but 
I didn’t hear anything after 
that about what the season 
was about or what was hap¬ 
pening, until September, 


which was only three or 
four weeks before we started 
shooting. So it’s mid-Septem¬ 
ber and I get a phone call 
from one of our executive 
producers and directors, Greg 
Beeman. I love him a lot, but 
he has a very succinct way of 
talking. He gets right to the 
point. He just said, “You’re 
going to be an action hero. 
Buff up” and hung up, pretty 
much. He left me with that. I 
didn’t know what it meant, I 
didn’t know the context. All 
I knew was that I was going 
to be involved in the action 
stuff, and I had three and a 
half weeks to go to the gym. 

Aside from a lot of time 
in the gym, you had to do 
some weapons training as 
well. 

Last year, I was always very 
envious of the other cast 
members with their AK-47s 
and their pistols and gren¬ 
ade launchers and all those 
things. I was always kind of 
hoping that I could use one. 
I always thought that it was 
a distant possibility, but sure 
enough my character, be¬ 
yond just using one, always 
has one now. So we had to 
go through weapons training 
before we started shooting, 
which is basically just a day 
of learning how to handle 
weapons, be safe with them 
because we fire a lot of blanks 
in the show. You get to pick 
your weapon in the show, so 
the guns end up reflecting 
the characters. 
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A big game of 
chase. Zombie series’ 
universal appeal comes 
from its simplicity and 
ability to keep viewers 
guessing what's next 


The executive producer of 
AMC’s wildly popular zombie 
series The Walking Dead has 
spent his life with one foot 
in the fantasy realm and the 
other in the real world.

It is shown in 
122 countries to huge ratings 
and has created a cottage in¬ 
dustry with video games, ac¬ 
tion figures, board games and 
even playing cards. 

“I feel that The Walking 
Dead is a success all around 
the world because it is the 
most basic, childish game you 
can play,” he explained. 

“It’s the game of ‘chase,’ 
the game of ‘I’m going to get 
you,’ which is really just an 
advancement of ‘peekaboo.’” 

Mazzara is revealing very 
little information about fu¬ 
ture seasons of The Walking 
Dead other than plans to 
keep the viewer engaged. 

“If I like this theory about 
keeping things in motion, 
keeping the audience on the 
edge of its seat — we’ll see 
how long people want to 


play,” Mazzara said. 

“I’m like the dungeon- 
master, I’m the game master 
and the guy who says, ‘Look 
out! I’m going to get you.’”

As eager as he may be for audi¬ 
ences to enjoy his work in the 
upcoming big-budget Total 
Recall remake, Colin Farrell 
wants to state upfront that 
there’s one area in which his 
version wouldn’t dare to com¬ 
pete with the 1990 Schwarz¬ 
enegger original: “I noticed 
a lack of one-line jokes,” he 
laughs. “No one does one- 
liners like Amie!” 

The Recall update is set to 
be a more sober, serious take 
on the tale of an oblivious man 
in the near future who tam¬ 
pers with his memories and 
ends up uncovering a hidden 
past and personality. 

Farrell says he was at first 
reluctant to leap into a produc¬ 


tion that encompassed such a 
humongous scope, one that 
overran Toronto streets as well 
as occupying several cavern¬ 
ous soundstages at the city’s 
new Pinewood studio facility 
while shooting last year. 

“It was terrifying,” he ad¬ 
mits. “I’ve been quite content 
creatively, over the last six or 


seven years, doing films that 
were smaller in budgetaiy 
scale. It scares the s—t out 
of me, the idea of being in a 
really, really big film, it really 
does. 

“But I’m open to it. Initially, 
I responded to the script and I 
responded to the idea of a man 
named Quaid who just really 


didn’t know who he was. It 
brings up the questions: What 
makes a person what they are? 
What makes us all? Can you 
reclaim, can you change? So 
meeting Len (Wiseman, dir¬ 
ector) and seeing his concept 
artwork and the world he was 
going to create ... I came away 
from meeting him saying, ‘I’d 


really love to do this, I hope I 
can!”’ 

Actress Jessica Biel appears 
in the film as capable and sexy 
freedom fighter Melina. Of her 
role, Biel says, “Melina’s grown 
up veiy much this under¬ 
ground soldier, and this very 
strong, empowered person.” 

Farrell and Biel are chatting 


with members of the media 
after a lengthy and particularly 
punishing day of staging Total 
Recall’s extensive zero-gravity 
simulations. The action saw 
the pair trussed up by wires 
and hung upside down for 
hours at a time while blasting 
away with futuristic firearms. 

“It’s actually so physically 
painful that there’s nothing to 
do but laugh,” Biel says. “You 
just get completely giddy and 
it gets to a point where you 
feel like your eyeballs are 
about to pop out. We’ve done 
our best to laugh through it.” 

Biel goes on to say that she 
had much more fun working 
on her fight scene with co-star 
Kate Beckinsale, who plays 
the villainous Lori. She found 
the scene interesting “be¬ 
cause (Kate and I) never fight 
with women. You’re always 
fighting a monster or thug or 
something. You never fight a 
beautiful, sinewy long haired 
woman. I think it’ll look really 
cool and aggressive. The only 
issue that we had during the 
fight was that Kate’s hair kept 
getting stuck in my jacket!”

A new vision. 

Director Len Wiseman 
combines stunning 
visuals with a 
compelling mystery

With remakes of beloved titles 
hitting multiplexes on a seem¬ 
ingly weekly basis, it’s a tricky 
balancing act for those film¬ 
makers to attract new fans as 
well as satisfying devotees of 
the source material. 

It’s a battle with which 
the director of the new Total 
Recall, Len Wiseman, is well 
aware: “It was a challenge. The 
Recall script came to me, out of 
the blue, and I was just taken 
by the direction that it went in. 
Of course, there’s going to be 
a side that says, ‘Why even do 
it if it’s going to be that much 
different?’ The other group 
says, ‘If there’s nothing new, 
nothing original, why bother?’ 
With all of that out there, I just 
very selfishly make the movie 
for myself, and hopefully other 
people like it.” 


Wiseman’s Recall is certain¬ 
ly adopting a fresh perspective. 
Gone is the Mars setting of the 
first film, replaced by a divided 
earth and a massive tunnel 
between two nations, bored 
directly through the centre of 
the globe. 

Production designer Pat¬ 
rick Tatopoulos describes the 
two sides, with the United 
Federation of Britain, home of 
the ruling class, being “bright 
and clean, with beautiful misty 
skies. Everything is pristine. 

In New Asia, the hardscrab¬ 
ble home of lead character 
Quaid (played by Colin Far¬ 
rell), Tatopoulos says, “It feels 
like old and new technology 
together. It’ll be really grungy. 
We shot with 350 (extras), so 
it really feels like a living city. 
The costumes are going to be 
outrageous.” 

As elaborate as the environ¬ 
ment and visuals are, Wiseman 
hopes the core story of hunting 
for one’s identity will be his Re¬ 
call’s most compelling aspect. 
“There’s a ton of action,” he 
says, “but action is complete¬ 
ly dead if there’s no driving 
emotion or mystery behind it. 
What I love about this project 
the most, I love a mystery any-

ways, but when the mystery is 
about the character himself. 
I’m always drawn to that, like 
The Fugitive, or Bourne or 
Blade Runner. Going through 
the action, there are puzzle 
pieces within; as Quaid is try¬ 
ing to find out the ultimate 
mystery, which is, ‘Who am I?’ 
That’s a big part of it, because 
otherwise it’s just a bunch of 
explosions and expensive ef¬ 
fects.” 

Wiseman also stood fast 
against pressure to have Re¬ 
call released in 3-D. “I’m not 
against 3-D. It just didn’t work 
with what kind of film I was 
trying to make.”

bed-making process and 
why is this important? Why 
do we need three sheets? 
Curious 

Hello Curious! 

The three-sheet bed method 
is an older method that was 
used particularly when wool 
blankets were on the bed 
and these items were rough 
against the skin. 

The third sheet covers 
the blanket and gets tucked 


in just like all of the other 
sheets on the bed. This third 
sheet made the bed softer 
and nicer so that you didn’t 
feel the rough wool against 
your skin, and more import¬ 
antly you didn’t dirty the 
wool blanket, as washing it 
was very difficult. 

If the bed had a duvet, it 
was then folded in a “three¬ 
fold” at the end of the bed 
and only used on very cold 
nights. 


Although not common 
today, when you see a bed 
made in this fashion, and 
sleep in a bed made with 
three sheets, it is fabulous, 
luxurious and such a treat! 

Lastly, often the “third 
sheet” had a family crest or 
initials in the middle of the 
sheet, which visually looks 
breathtaking.

The economy has prompted 
cost-conscious restaurant 
chefs to spearhead creative 
— and often less costly — 
new cuts of beef. 

And when they do that, 
it usually doesn’t take long 
for those cuts to move off 
the menu and into butcher 
and grocery shops. 

To help get you grill with 
some of the newly popular 
cuts of beef, here are two 
recipes for meats on the 
cutting edge. 

1. In a bowl, stir together 
the oil, brown sugar, 1 tea¬ 
spoon salt, 1 teaspoon pep¬ 
per, garlic powder, onion 
powder, smoked paprika, 
cumin and cayenne. 

2. Place the steaks in the

• 2 tbsp vegetable oil 

• 1 tbsp brown sugar 

• Salt and ground black pepper 

• 1/2 tsp garlic powder 

• 1/2 tsp onion powder 

• 1 tsp smoked paprika 

• 1/2 tsp ground cumin 

• 1/4 tsp cayenne 

• Four 12-oz chuck roll steaks 

• 1 large sweet onion, cut into 
4 thick slices 


bowl and massage the mix¬ 
ture into the meat, making 
sure to coat all sides. Allow 
to sit at room temperature 
for 30 minutes. 

3. Heat the grill to medium- 
high. 


4. Season the onion slices 
with salt and pepper. Grill 
the onions without flip¬ 
ping them for 6 to 8 min¬ 
utes, or until charred and 
tender. Grill the steaks for 
4 to 5 minutes per side for 


medium-rare. 

5. Remove the steaks from 
the heat and allow to rest 
for 8 to 10 minutes before 
serving. Serve with the gril¬ 
led onions.

An unlikely combination that works. Fennel- 
Rubbed Denver Steaks with Fennel & Blue Cheese 



1. Heat the grill to medium- 
high. 

2. In a spice grinder or using 
a mortar and pestle, grind 
the fennel seeds. Sprinkle 
the ground seeds over both 
sides of the steaks, then rub 
into the meat. Season the 
steaks with salt and pep¬ 
per. Season the fennel bulb 
quarters with salt and black 
pepper. 

3. Soak a crumpled paper 
towel with oil. Clasping the 
paper towel with tongs, oil 
the grates of the grill. Grill 


the fennel quarters for 10 
minutes, turning once dur¬ 
ing cooking. Grill the steaks 
for 4 to 6 minutes per side 
for medium-rare. Remove 
the steaks from the heat 
and allow to rest for 8 to 10 
minutes. 

4. To serve, arrange 2 fen¬ 
nel quarters on each plate. 
Squeeze some fresh lemon 
juice over them, then top 
with a sprinkle of blue 
cheese. Serve with the 
steak.

Walter, for instance, is 
a tireless volunteer who 
can no longer remember 
his son’s exploits. Louis 
John Sutter, the patriarch 
of the Sutter clan, proves 
that quantity and qual¬ 
ity can coexist. Six of 
his sons and two of his 
grandsons played in 
the NHL, earning 
a total of six 
Stanley 
Cups 
— and

“Break out the barbecue 
and surprise me with a 
giant piece of Canadian 
beef!” says Chris Read, 
the Ottawa-based blog¬ 
ger behind Canadian- 
dad.com. 

“If that’s not pos¬ 
sible, there are always 
ribs or pizza.” 

Nick Cheeseman, 
the Canadad blogger 
(ncheeseman.blogspot.

come to pop. “But you 
could make it a bit more 
adventurous with lamb 
shanks or Osso Buco,” 
he suggests.

recipes. 

Don’t forget the drinks 

Read also suggests 
switching dad’s drinks 
up for the day. “Father’s 
Day isn’t your run of 
the mill day so we don’t 
want run of mill bever¬ 
ages,” says Read, who 
prefers a glass of Crown 
Royal whiskey and Coke 
or a bottle of Steam 
Whistle beer. If dad is a 
wine lover, buy a bottle 
of his favourite wine 
and pair it with a wine 
appreciation course. 

In the end, indulge 

This is what dad really 
wants, says Jim Lin, the 
face behind busydadb- 
log.com. “All dad wants 
is to enjoy indulging 
in comfort food to his 
heart’s content,” he 
says. “We don’t need a 
fancy dinner. We just 
need a hunk of meat, or 
something dripping with 
cheese, drenched with 
sugar, deep fried, or all of 
the above.

Mullally keeping

For the first time in his young 
hockey career, Timberlea’s 
John Mullally is getting atten¬ 
tion — and plenty of it. 

The 17-year-old centre was 
chosen by the Halifax Moose- 
heads in the 11th round of 
the QMJHL draft in Quebec 
City on Saturday and is sud¬ 
denly being talked about as a 
player who could step right 
in with his hometown club. 

“It’s wonderful,” Mullally 
admitted. “I’ve never really 
gotten any attention before 
because I’ve always been that 
kid who was always under-

rated.” 

While being taken in the 
11th round might make him 
sound like an afterthought, 
scouts say Mullally could 
challenge for a QMJHL job 
right away. He likely would 
have gone much higher than 
196th overall had he commit¬ 
ted to major junior, but he is 
strong academically and as¬ 
pires to attend a U.S. college. 
He plans to play next season 
in the New England-based 
Empire Junior Hockey League 
with the Jersey Hitmen. 

Mullally called being se¬ 
lected by the Mooseheads a 
“great honour,” but also said 
he is wary of the QMJHL. 

“You could be the flavour 
of the month now, but down 
the road, I could get an in¬ 
jury or be traded and my 
NCAA eligibility is out the 
window ... and I’m playing 
who knows where — Rouyn- 
Noranda, in the middle of 
nowhere, right?” he said. 
“I have to keep my options 


open.” 

A revelation late last sea¬ 
son, Mullally piled up 17 
points in 12 playoff games 
to lead the Titans to a Nova 
Scotia Major Midget Hockey 
League championship. He 
was later named top forward 
at the Atlantic major midget 
championship in Torbay, N.L. 

Titans head coach Kirk 
Tomlinson compared him to 
Titans alumnus and current 
Mooseheads winger Ryan Fal- 
lcenham. 

“He’s a veiy fast and ag¬ 
gressive forward who has a 
good touch around the net,” 
Tomlinson said. “He’s going 
to give you energy and finish 
every check and create offen¬ 
sive opportunities by turning 
pucks over deep in the offen¬ 
sive zone.” 

Mullally is coming to

Mario Gomez left the Nether¬ 
lands on the brink of elimina¬ 
tion from the European Cham¬ 
pionship, scoring both goals in 
Germany’s 2-1 win Wednesday 
over one of its historic rivals. 

Gomez scored both in the 
first half of one of the most 
anticipated showdowns of the 
tournament. 

Robin van Persie pulled 
one back for the Netherlands 
in the second half but the de¬ 
feat leaves the 2010 World 
Cup runner-up dangerously 
close to going home. 

“Early on we had decent 
chances but the German goals 
came out of nowhere,” Nether¬ 
lands coach Bert van Marwijlc 
said. “We defended badly. Our 
offence and defence did not 
connect. 


Late goal propels Portugal to win 



Underperforming Portugal 
finally got a win. Underper¬ 
forming Cristiano Ronaldo 
wasn’t much help. 

After a miserable run of 
four games without a victory 
and only one goal scored, the 
Portuguese came through 
with an 87th-minute goal 
from substitute Silvestre 
Varela to beat Denmark 3-2 
in Group B of the European 
Championship. 

“Those of us who don’t 
play from the start must be 
ready to join in at any time 
and deliver what the man¬ 
ager wants,” said Varela, who 
replaced Raul Meireles in the 
84th. “We should keep on 
working like this to achieve 
our aims.” 

All four teams in Group B 
can still advance to the quar¬ 
ter-finals. After Germany beat 
the Netherlands 2-1 in the 
late match, the three-time 
champions lead the group 
with six points while both 
Portugal and Denmark have 
three. 

Varela scored the win¬ 
ner three minutes from the 
end, spinning on the ball and 
shooting from short range. It 
was Varela’s first internation¬ 
al goal in four appearances. 

But the winning strike 
came late, and after several 
missed opportunities from 
Ronaldo. 

“We should have killed 
the game off earlier,” Portu¬ 
gal coach Paulo Bento said. 


“We had enough chances.” 

Portugal also got first-half 
goals from Pepe and Helder 
Postiga at the Lviv Arena, but 
the Danes replied with a pair 
of goals from Nicklas Bend- 
tner. The Denmark striker 
found the target just before 
halftime and then made it 2-2 
in the 80th. 

“To lose in the last five 
minutes is very tough for us 
to take,” Bendtner said. “We 


felt that one point at that 
stage was a very good result 
for us.” 

Ronaldo is Portugal’s cap¬ 
tain and easily its best player. 
And at Euro 2012, the team is 
looking to him to reproduce 
the kind of goal-rich form he 
showed at Real Madrid last 
season when he scored 60 
goals. 

But Ronaldo, facing a com¬ 
pact Danish defence that de-
